Corp ., NY (1960), the description of which is incoiporated herein by reference.

Oxygenate is directed through a line 84 to a first stage reactor 80. Product from 
the first stage is directed through a line 86 to a cyclone separator 88 where product i$ 
separated from the zeolite catalyst and romovod through a lino 8 6 . Separated zeolite 
catalyst is directed to a regenerator 90 where coke is removed. Regenerated catalyst is 
returned to the first stage reactor 80 via a stream 94 and/or mixed with the oxygenate feed 
in line 84 before being directed back to the first stage reactor 80. 
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
